Marble Stains. 

The stains, if not too deep, 
| may often be removed by rub- 
| bing the surface with a cloth 
| wet with a solution of oxalic 
| acid, previously rendering the 
|marble free from grease by 
| washing it with a solution of 
< carbonate of sodium in water. 
After using the acid, the marble 
must be washed quickly to pre- 
| vent destruction of the polish. 
| To give the marble a gloss, rub 

with thalk, moistened with 
water. Another method is ‘to 
| take caustic potassa, quick lime 
and soft soap, equal parts, 
|made in a thick paste with 
| water, and apply with a brush ; 
| leave on for about a week and 
| apply again and again till the 
| Stain disappears. Still another 
| recipe is carbonate of sodium 
|two parts, powdered pumice 
| one part, powdered chalk one 
| part; make into a paste with
